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(54) DIGITAL IMAGE FORMING DEVICE 

(57) Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To constitute the device so that an 
installation space of an image sensor part and an 
exposure head part can be made small, and also, 
generation of a difference of sizes of the respective image 
of a document read image and an electrostatic latent 
image formed on a photosensitive drum is eliminated. 

CONSTITUTION: In a digital copying machine (image 
forming device) 1, a line sensor 5 of an image sensor part 

2 for reading a document being outside of the figure by 
executing an exposure scan in the direction as indicated 
with an arrow A, and an LED 6 of an exposure head part 

3 for forming an electrostatic latent image corresponding 
to image data inputted through an image processing 
circuit 12 from the line sensor 5 are provided integrally in 
one supporting member 8 consisting of aluminum being 
excellent in heat radiatability. Accordingly, an installation 
space occupied by both of the image sensor part 2 and 
the exposure head part 3 can be made small. Also, 
heating from a light source 4 of the image sensor part 2 
and an LED 6 of the exposure head part 3 are both 
radiated through a supporting member 8. Accordingly, a 
negligible difference of sizes of a document image and an 
electrostatic image is generated. 
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(54) DIGITAL IMAGE FORMING DEVICE 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To constitute the device so that an installation space of 
an image sensor part and an exposure head part can be made small, 
and also, generation of a difference of sizes of the respective image 
of a document read image and an electrostatic latent image formed 
on a photosensitive drum is eliminated. 

CONSTITUTION: In a digital copying machine (image forming device) 
1, a line sensor 5 of an image sensor part 2 for reading a document 
being outside of the figure by executing an exposure scan in the 
direction as indicated with an arrow A, and an LED 6 of an exposure 
head part 3 for forming an electrostatic latent image corresponding to 
image data inputted through an image processing circuit 12 from the 
line sensor 5 are provided integrally in one supporting member 8 
consisting of aluminum being excellent in heat radiatability. 
Accordingly, an installation space occupied by both of the image 
sensor part 2 and the exposure head part 3 can be made small. Also, 
heating from a light source 4 of the image sensor part 2 and an LED 6 
of the exposure head part 3 are both radiated through a supporting 
member 8. Accordingly, a negligible difference of sizes of a document 
image and an electrostatic image is generated. 
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
